RECORD AMERICAN OUTPUT. 
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During the fiscal year just concloded 
America has exported raw cotton to the value 
of rather over £90,000,0°O which easily con- 
stitutes a wor!d's record, exceeding the export 
of iron and steel manofactures by £47,800,000, 
bread staffs of all kinds by £42,800,000, aod 
provisions by £37,80°,0°0. Prior to 1901 
the exports amounted to less than £60,000,000; 
thas in five years the trade bas increased 
by more than 30 per cent. It was ia the year 
1866 that the value of the exports totalled 
for th) first time £4°,000,000, so that for a 
similar advance as has oooarred daring 
the past five years it previonsly took over 
thirty years to acoomplish. The remarkable 
increase since 1901 is not altogether owing to 
the larger quantity exported, bat is partly ths 
result of the increase in price. The exports 
daring 1906 were actrally 700,000 000'b. less 
than during 1905, while the value of the 
smaller amount was more than £1,000,000 
greater.
